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RAIL DEATHS 

Couple hit by express train as they tussled on track 
Suicide verdict on man who jumped from platform

INQUESTS into the deaths of five of 
the eight people killed on Harlow’s 
rail network this year began on 
Tuesday with the tragic account of 
how a couple killed by a high-speed 
commuter train while arguing on 
the tracks may have been trying to 
drag each other to safety. 

Mother-of-two Katie Gumble (35) and 
her boyfriend Dean Piekard (33) died 
instantly when they were hit by a south¬ 
bound train travelling at 80mph after they 
both got onto the traek at Harlow Mill 
Station on the morning of April 14.

They were the fourth and fifth people to die on 
the town’s railway between February and June. 

At Tuesday’s hearing in Chelmsford the jury 
were told the pair, who both had a history of 
depression and aleoholism, were said to have 
been drinking heavily and were seen arguing on 
the platform before Mr Piekard leaped onto the 
traeks and Miss Gumble followed. 

One witness elaimed Mr Piekard had 
stretehed out his arms in front of an oneoming 
train and shouted: “Hit me!” But others told the 
eourt it appeared that Mr Piekard was trying to

drag his girlfriend to safety. 

Deteetive Chief Inspeetor David 
Shipperlee, of the British Transport 
Poliee, suggested they may have been 
trying to pull eaeh other in opposite 
direetions. 

The inquest heard Miss Gumble, of 
Harlow, and Mr Piekard, from 
Hoddesdon, had earlier been spotted 
arguing in a ear park at the Teseo 
store in Edinburgh Way where she 
bought a bottle of vodka. The 
argument eontinued as they walked to 
the station while drinking from the 
bottle. 

In a statement read to the eourt, Miss 
Gumble’s mother Sally deseribed her 
daughter as “a total aleoholie” adding 
that her drinking spiralled out of 
eontrol following the death of her ex¬ 
boyfriend and father of her two 
ehildren. 

Mr Piekard’s mother, Sharon, also 
provided a statement in whieh she 
said her son also had a history of 
heavy drinking but deseribed him as 
forward-looking and positive. 

“I just ean’t believe he would want to 
end his life, everything was good for 
him,” she added. 

Summing up, eoroner Caroline 
Beasley-Murray told the inquest: 
“One was pulling the other to safety, 
or both.There was a tussle.” 
Expressing the eourt’s sympathy to 
both the vietims’ families, she added: 
“You have had the ordeal of sitting 
through sueh horrifie evidenee and 
you have done so with great dignity.” 
The jury returned verdiets of 
aeeidental death. 

Yesterday (Wednesday), an inquest 
jury returned a verdiet of suieide in 
the ease of Elden Chase (47), who 
was killed at Harlow Mill station in 
Mareh. 

The eourt heard that Mr Chase, who 
was living in Ameriea and had 
returned to Harlow for a brief visit, 
was stmek by a train at about 9.30am 
when he hurled himself from the 
northbound platform. 

His body hit the train with sueh foree 
it went into the driver’s eab. 

Hearings into the deaths of Peter 
Lelean (23) at Harlow Town in 
February and Miehael Begley (62) at 
Harlow Mill in Mareh are due to take 
plaee today (Thursday).

A FEARLESS pensioner

THE rich heritage of Harlow’s 
churches is to be celebrated this 
month when many of the town’s 
places of worship open their 
doors to share their architectural 
curiosities. 

The festival weekend, organised by 
Harlow Civie Soeiety in eonjunetion 
with loeal elergy, will eneompass old 
village ehurehes from the pre-New 
Town days as well as the best examples 
of modem arehiteeture.

Man denies threat to 
kill pregnant partner 



Firefighters rescue 
boys on church roof 


TWO 12-year-old boys 
had to be rescued from 
a church tower by 
firefighters. 

The pair are thought to 
have clambered onto a 
flat roof at Great St 
Mary’s Church in 
Sawbridgeworth and 
then up a drainpipe to 
get to the turret on 
Monday evening. 

A police helicopter was 
scrambled after a 
passer-by raised the 
alarm and the air crew 
saw the boys at the side 
of one of the turrets. 
Sawbridgeworth fire 
crew commander Colin 
Letch said: “We 
discussed with the police 


the best way of dealing 
with the situation and 
got them down with the 
ladder.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Herts police said that 
they had arrested two 
12-year-olds on 
suspicion of attempted 
burglary but were now 
taking no further action. 
Canon Robert Sibson, 
vicar of Great St 
Mary’s, said: "It 
appears that two 
youngsters climbed onto 
the church roof as a 
prank. This was an 
extremely dangerous 
thing to do, with 
potentially disastrous 
consequences for them.” 


A MAN accused of carrying 
out a terrifying attack on his 
pregnant partner held a 
knife to her stomach and 
threatened to kill her and 
her unborn child, a jury 
heard this week. 

The 40-year-old defendant, 
who lives in Harlow but eannot be 
named for legal reasons, denies 
eharges of harassment, assault 
eausing aetual bodily harm and 
threatening to kill the four- 
months pregnant woman. 

Jane Oldfield, proseeuting, told 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Monday 


the assault was a result of the 
aceused’s belief that he was not the 
father of the baby. 

The offenees are said to have been 
committed on February 14 and 15 
this year but Miss Oldfield said the 
defendant had denied to police using 
any physical violence. He also said 
he believed the woman had been 
unfaithful and was concerned the 
baby wasn’t his. 

But Miss Oldfield continued: 
“This was a sustained and terrifying 
attack on his partner involving threats 
to kill - verbally and with a knife - 
and actual violence.” 

Describing the couple’s relationship 
as “on/off”, she said the accused had 


been angry with his partner during the 
evening. There had been an argument 
and he had squeezed her neck and 
face, making threats. 

As the argument continued he 
pushed her and made further threats 
before she went to bed. 

Miss Oldfield said he had then 
taken a knife from a bedside cabinet 
and held it against her neck, threaten¬ 
ing to to kill her, and against her 
stomach threatening her unborn baby. 

“She managed to get the knife 
away and got to the bathroom but he 
grabbed her neck, causing her to be 
sick,” she said. 

The hearing continues. 


Big print savings 

COUNCIL chiefs expect to save up to 
£50,000 a year without affecting residents 
by approving a new printing contract. 

Harlow’s policy and resources committee 
on Thursday agreed for all the authority’s 
printing carried out by one company. 

In the past, different jobs have been out¬ 
sourced to different firms, resulting in what 
officers described as “maverick” spending. 

Committee chairman Simon Carter said 
the new system could potentially save 
£50,000 and would result in more work 
being done locally. He assured members 
there would be no impact on the council’s in- 
house reprographics department.

Resolve crisis at college 

SIR, As a Master in Edueation, may I plead for an 
immediate resolution of the eollege affair whieh is 
bringing edueation in the town into further disrepute? 
For well over a year, the eritieisms of the prineipal’s 
poliey have eontinued and are at times regressing to 
personal attaek. The reason for this is that his 
opponents feel that the issues and eoneems have never 
been authoritatively resolved and this is certainly true 
for members of the public. 

It appears that since the granting of independence to 
education institutions, there is no local accountability 
in what is both one of the most important and indeed 
most expensive elements of local services - education. 


Instead, it appears that there is a board of governors, 
details of which are unknown to most people in the 
local community. They are appointed members - part 
of the huge system of Labour quangos - with, it 
appears, no responsibility to the wider community 
which finances the college. These are the people who 
appointed this principal and who presumably had some 
understanding of his plans for the college and who, if 
not supported then approved his policy. As far as I 
understand it, they have been almost silent in public 
throughout. Their chairman, who I believe is Martin 
Coleman, is the person who should have sorted the 
matter out well over a year ago. He should have 
responded to the criticisms, commented on results and 
communicated publicly to the local community. He has 
singularly failed to do this. It is he, then, not the 
principal who should resign and, given the adverse 
publicity which has affected the college’s reputation if 
not the results of its students, so should the rest of the 
governing body. 

A new governing body should then be appointed, 
review the principal’s policy and management, and 
resolve the matter by either supporting him or else 
calling for his resignation.

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Police pull the plug on illegal rave 


UP to 300 people were dis¬ 
persed and sound equip¬ 
ment was seized when 
poliee raided an illegal 
rave in a Harlow wood on 
Saturday. 

Specially trained offi¬ 
cers attended Latton Wood 
shortly before midnight 
following reports of a large 
gathering of people and 
loud music. 

As well as seizing a gen¬ 
erator and speakers, police 
also arrested a 59-year-old 
Scotsman on suspicion of 


drug dealing. 

A police spokeswoman 
said the force was keen to 
stress that illegal raves 
posed health and safety 
risks to those attending 
and would not be tolerated 
in the county. 

“Early information is 
critical if we are to prevent 
a rave from taking place 
and we would urge the 
public to help us tackle 
these illegal events,” she 
said. 

“If we get reliable and 


timely information that an 
event is being set up, gen¬ 
erally we can get to the 
site, identify the organisers 
and seize sound and other 
equipment before the rave 
begins.” 

Harlow Council, which 
owns the area invaded by 
the rave, said a clear-up 
operation would begin as 
soon as possible. 

“There are some bottles 
and evidence of small 
fires. We are grateful that 
the police were able to 


break up the rave before 
any damage was caused.” 
said a spokesman. 

• ALEXANDER Evans 
(59), from Aberdeen, 
appeared before Harlow 
magistrates on Monday 
charged with possession of 
heroin with intent to sup¬ 
ply and possession of 
cannabis with intent to 
supply. 

He was released on bail 
pending an appearance at 
Chelmsford Crown Court 
on October 16. 


Councillor in 
'rude' probe

A SENIOR councillor is to 
be investigated over allega¬ 
tions of “rude, arrogant and 
overbearing” behaviour at 
Sunday’s Town Show. 

Conservative planning eom- 
mittee ehairman Miehael Garnett 
is the subjeet of a eomplaint by 
former eouneil leader and 
Labour aetivist Miehael Danvers. 

In a letter to the council’s standards 
committee, Mr Danvers accuses Mr 
Garnett of acting inappropriately at 
the council event by storming into the 
Labour tent and demanding the 
removal of notices. 

“Initially we had difficulty under¬ 
standing what he was trying to say,” 
he wrote. “When we asked him to be 
more coherent, he rudely said: ‘This 
is the community tent and you must 
take down your notice’. 

“He then said: ‘I am in charge of 
this show and I am telling you to

remove your notice’. He was rude, 
arrogant and overbearing.” 

He also accused Mr Garnett of 
speaking rudely to a visitor whom he 


mistook for a council worker. 

Mr Garnett was unavailable for 
comment and Tory council leader 
Andrew Johnson said he has been 
advised not to comment. 

The complaint is not Mr Garnett’s 
first controversy. Last year he 
sparked a row in his own party after 
attempting to force the de-selection 
of respected councillor Muriel Jolles. 

In 2004 his refusal to resign as 
planning committee chairman 
spurred the collapse of the then ruling 
Tory/Lib Dem partnership. 

He was later kicked off by col¬ 
leagues after a High Court judge 
ruled that his attempts to persuade a 
businessman to cease opposing 
Harvey Centre extension plans had 
compromised the planning process. 
However, he was reinstated after 
appealing to his party’s regional 
office and being cleared by the 
Standards Board For England. 

And in 2003 Mr Garnett demanded 
The Playhouse’s support grant be 
axed and its manager sacked for 
booking the show Puppetry Of The 
Penis - even though more people 
bought tickets for it than had voted 
for him in that year’s local elections.

“The proposed new eollection 
system for household waste and 
reeycling will bring benefits to 
individual residents as well as 
the town in general. 

“For instanee new wheelie 
bins would provide more 
eapaeity for dry reeycling items 
like paper, cardboard, glass, 
plastic, cans and Tetra Paks 
which are often a problem for 
high recycling households.

Don’t dump 
the leftovers 


Waste food helps 
the gardens grow 



IN ITS bid to boost recy¬ 
cling and cut down the 
tonnes of waste dumped 
in landfill sites Harlow 
Council is proposing 
new weekly collections 
of food waste which will 
then be composted. 

Next autumn special small 
containers for food waste 
could be delivered to local 
homes along with new 
wheelie bins for residual 
waste (anything that cannot 
be recycled) and other 
recycling. 

To prevent unpleasant 
smells, the Council pledges to 
collect food waste every week 
while collections for residual 
waste and recycling would be 
on alternate weeks. 

Environmental costs of 
food waste are enormous. It 
is estimated that 20% of the 
UK's greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions are associated with food 
production, distribution and 
storage. 

Food waste sent to landfill 


generates methane, a green¬ 
house gas far more powerful 
than carbon dioxide that 
accelerates the problem of 
global warming ....so it 
makes sense to separate food 
waste from normal rubbish. 

Some simple weekly 
planning of what food we buy, 
could not only help save us 
money, but cut the amount of 
food we throw away. Every 
year we spend £10.2 billion 
buying and then throwing 
away good food. That’s £420 
for each average UK house¬ 
hold and £610 for households 
with children. 

In the UK we throw away 
roughly a third of everything 
we buy. Imagine buying three 
bags of shopping and putting 
one straight in the bin as soon 
as you get home! 

Research shows that good 
intentions are often hampered 
by a range of factors includ¬ 
ing: 


• poor food storage 
knowledge 

• a lack of confidence 
around cooking - 
especially making meals 
from the food available in 
the house 

• confusion over food date 
labels - such as the 
difference between 'use by' 
and 'best before' 

Most food waste is avoidable 
and could have been eaten if 
only we had planned, stored 


and managed it better. Less 
than a fifth is truly unavoid¬ 
able - things like bones, cores 
and peelings... and all of that 
can be composted.

Working together for Harlow 
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Jewellery shop 
loses its sparkle

THE economic downturn has 
claimed another victim in Harlow 
with one of the town’s longest- 
trading independent stores 
announcing it is to close. 

John Wilson Jewellers, in East Walk, 
will shut up shop for the last time later 
this month as a result of shrinking sales 
and spiralling overheads. 

The closure will leave The High with yet 
another empty retail unit, coming on the 
back of recent closures in the Harvey Centre 
and Broad Walk. 

Owner John Wilson (62), who now lives 
in Stansted after being brought up in the 
town, described the closure as the end of an 
era. 

“It’s very disappointing to have to leave 
the town centre after 18 years but we simply 
couldn’t afford to continue here,” he told the 
Star. “The rent is too expensive and the cus¬ 
tomers just aren’t coming through the door 
any more.” 

Mr Wilson said there was little he could 
do to influence rent negotiations with land¬ 
lords, adding that the business had suffered 
since the Water Gardens shopping complex 
opened. 

“No-one seems to want to shop at this 
end of the town and who can blame them? 
There are empty shops dotted all over the 
place, some of which have been like that for 
years. The whole area is in a sorry state.” 


Town centre development manager 
Richard Dennery refuted suggestions that 
the Water Gardens was responsible for a 
drop in shoppers visiting the northern end 
of townh, pointing out the footfall had 
almost tripled since it opened. 

“According to figures recorded this June, 
the number of people walking past Mr 
Wilson’s shop has in fact gone up from 
11,500 in 2004 - which is the year the Water 
Gardens opened - to almost 31,000,” he 


said. 

“Although I have every sympathy with 
Mr Wilson’s situation, my understanding is 
that his landlord is trying to negotiate a deal 
with him to convince him to stay. 

“Within six months’ time the town centre 
will look much better. We have Costa 
Coffee opening on Broad Walk and plans to 
convert the former Halfords store into three 
smaller units should also encourage new 
retailers into the town.”

Council keeps 
tight hold of 
purse strings 


CASH-strapped Harlow Cou¬ 
ncil has effectively shelved a 
number of projects as it strug¬ 
gles to keep a grip on spend¬ 
ing in the face of a possible 
£10m deficit. 

The move eame as the authori¬ 
ty re-wrote its lengthy shopping 
list of eostly eapital expenditure, 
putting 79 spending eommit- 
ments into striet priority order. 

A total of 13 projects, including 
the upgrade of software controlling 
the equipment at Parndon Wood 
Crematorium and replacing desktop 
equipment in the Civic Centre, will 
not be completed in the foreseeable 
future after being given priority three 
or four status. 

Instead other schemes deemed 
more pressing have been placed high¬ 
er in the order in which the mling 
Tory administration wants to see 
them completed. But work will only 
begin once it has the money in the 
bank from its planned asset disposals.

In a move which council chiefs 
hope will quell local anger at the 
long-running lack of progress, the 
project to rebuild Maunds Hatch 
Community Centre has been placed 
at the very top of the priority list. 
However, the money allocated 
remains at just £350,000 rather than 
the £500,000 the Berecroft Resi¬ 
dents’ Association claims it was 
promised. 

Other spending commitments 
accorded priority one status include 
£55,000 worth of flood protection 
work, £20,000 for town centre 
paving, £16,000 for new litter bins 
and cigarette and chewing gum bins, 
amd almost £80,000 to rewire the 
Latton Bush Centre. 

Priority two projects include 
many of the works to council prem¬ 
ises that will be necessary to comply 
with the Disability Discrimination 
Act. 


The list was revealed to members 
of the council’s policy and resources 
committee on Thursday. Chairman 
Simon Carter said: “Clearly health 
and safety matters have to come high 
on the agenda but then it comes down 
to our own priorities as an adminis¬ 
tration. For example, Maunds Hatch, 
where we feel we owe it to the resi¬ 
dents to get things moving.” 

The committee also heard that 
while the council’s asset disposals 
were largely on track, officers 
remain concerned that the economic 
downturn could cause problems in 
the future and have called for a cau¬ 
tious approach. 

Finance chiefs have revised down 
their forecast of the amount of 
income likely to be realised by the 
council by the end of this month 
from over £843,000 to £648,000, 
exacerbating the authority’s finan¬ 
cial problems. 

Earlier this year council leader 
Andrew Johnson and deputy leader 
Mr Carter said the council could be 
up to £ 10m in the red by April 2009. 


PAH up to the mark on 
casualty waiting times 



MORE than 98 per cent of people vis¬ 
iting the accident and emergency 
department at Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital are admitted or dis¬ 
charged within four hours, figures 
reveal. 

Despite an extra 5,000 more atten¬ 
dances over the past year than the pre¬ 
vious 12-month period, staff at the 
Hamstel Road site have continued to 
meet and exceed the Government tar¬ 
get over the past three months. 

Chris Pocklington, chief executive 
of the PAH Trust, said: “This is excel¬ 
lent news. Although we invested in 
recruiting additional staff and improv¬ 
ing the facilities, the team has worked 
tirelessly to continually surpass the 98 
per cent four-hour benchmark and yet 


still provide a good service to the resi¬ 
dents of Essex and east Hertford¬ 
shire.” 

Hospital bosses attribute the success 
to new ways of working which include 
dividing minor and major patients on 
admission, introducing further beds 
and working with West Essex Primary 
Care Trust to assess and direct patients 
to the most appropriate place to 
receive their care and treatment. 

Jim Mcleish, associate director of 
emergency care, added: “This ongoing 
achievement is due to the dedication of 
all our staff over the last 18 months. 

“It has been hard work but we antic¬ 
ipate the £lm A&E expansion will 
release some of the pressure on the 
service.” 


Chain pulled 
on too costly 
public toilets 

PEANS to close public 
toilets in Post Office Road, 
Potter Street, Old Harlow, 
Staple Tye and the Town Park 
have been given final 
approval. 

The move, which will see 
most of the facilities closed 
this month but those in Potter 
Street and Post Office Road 
removed in a year’s time, was 
given the thumbs-up by 
members of Harlow 
Council’s policy and 
resources committee on 
Thursday. 

Some of the money that will 
be saved following the 
closures will be used to 
extend opening hours at the 
town centre public toilets in 
Terminus Street to 7am-7pm, 
seven days a week. 

Only Eabour councillor Mark 
Wilkinson voted against the 
change, with Eiberal 
Democrats siding with the 
ruling Conservative group. 
Mr Wilkinson argued that it 
was impossible to judge 
public toilets on a “value for 
money” basis when they 
provided an important 
service. 

But council leader Andrew 
Johnson said some of the 
lavatories were visited just 
four times a day, representing 
a cost of £18.50 per user.

HARLOW’S Playhouse 
theatre is looking for its 
fourth manager in less 
than a year. 

Paul Maurel, who was 
only appointed to the top 
job in July, has quit the post 
before even fully taking 
over.

Meanwhile, Paul Griffiths is 
providing cover for the posi¬ 
tion until October.” 

Former council head of arts 
Laurence Sach, who served as 
Playhouse manager from 1998- 
2000, told the Star: “The past 
success of The Playhouse has 
been based on continuity of 
management. 

“It should be a matter of real 
concern to residents of Harlow 
that, after the fiasco of last 
autumn which ended with Phil 
Dale’s departure, the council 
has not managed to give that 
same guarantee of continuity 
to The Playhouse.” 


Choir and organ club 
founder dies aged 79 


A FORMER headmaster and 
talented music teacher from 
Harlow has died at the age of 
79. 

David Hill, who moved to 
Reading from Hawkenbury, 
Harlow, two years ago, was 
head of music at Mark Hall 
School before becoming head¬ 
master of St Mary’s Primary 
School in Hatfield Broad Oak. 

Back in 1960 Mr Hill’s pas¬ 
sion for music led him to form 
the Netteswell Singers, an 
independent choir of up to 30 
voices which gave many well- 
received local concerts. 


He was also a keen and tal¬ 
ented organ player, a Fellow of 
the Royal College of Organists 
and director of music at St 
Peter’s Church in Roydon for 
many years. 

Mr Hill was also the first 
chairman of Harlow Organ 
Club. 

In later life he converted to 
Roman Catholicism and 
played organ at St Thomas 
More Church in Upper Park, 
Harlow. 

He is survived by his second 
wife, Sheila, and three chil¬ 
dren from his first marriage. 



Jail warning for 
hammer attack 

TWO men who admitted carrying 
out a hammer attack on a man in 
Harlow shortly before Christmas 
last year have been warned that they 
could be jailed. 

Reports on Peter Osokpo (28), from 
East Ham, and Kevin Ryan (24), 
from Rochford, had been scheduled 
to be brought before Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Monday but the 
court was told that they were not 
yet ready. 

Both admitted causing grievous 
bodily harm with intent to Daniel 
Lorimer who, the court heard, was 
knocked unconscious during the 
assault in Altham Grove, Harlow, on 
December 22. 

Adjourning until September 22 for 
sentence. Judge Anthony Goldstaub 
warned them he was considering a 
custodial sentence. They were 
remanded in custody.

A DISTRAUGHT mum-of-two claims her chil¬ 
dren’s health is being put at risk because the walls 
of the only bedroom in her council flat ara covered 
in mould. 

Lucy Groves (22), of Rundells, Harlow has taken to 
sleeping in the front room of her ground-floor flat with her 
two young daughters and partner. 

Despite her repeated pleas to Harlow Coimeil to remove the mould 

- whieh she fears are the eause of her ehildrens’ respiratory problems 

- she said that her requests had fallen on deaf ears. The authority is 
now refusing to let her apply for a new prop¬ 
erty beeause she has fallen behind with her 
rent payments. 

“I’m pulling my hair out over this,” she 
said. “Fve got two kids who are always get¬ 
ting siek because of the state of the flat and 
the council is telling me I can’t sleep in the 
front room because I need a gas safety check. 

“But no-one’s come to check my gas since 
I moved here five years ago. I just presumed 
it was all OK.” 

Miss Groves was moved into the flat in 
2003 as a temporary measure until more 
suitable accommodation became available, 
but now claims the council is unwilling to 
help her. 

“They just keep telling me to leave my 
windows open and keep the heating on to 
dry out the mould, but how can I do that 
when I live on the ground floor and need to 
leave the house to go to work?” 

A council spokesman admitted a gas safe¬ 
ty check had not been carried out on the 
property since January 2005 but said 
appointments had now been made for both 
gas and condensation inspections. 

“We have requested a surveyor to visit, 
inspect condensation in the property and 
make recommendations for what can be 
done to alleviate this problem,” he added.

Essex County Council 
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Take-over was end of 
a unique newspaper

I NTERESTING 

correspondence arrives in 
response to last month’s 
Nostalgia tribute to the Harlow 
Citizen newspaper. 

Bob Kendle, of Little Cattins, worked 
for Shenval Press, in Templefields, 
where the Citizen was originally 
printed - and he believes the onee- 
sueeessful paper’s deeline, ending with 
last month’s elosure, ean be traeed baek 
to 1973 when the Citizen was taken 
over by older rival the West Essex 
Gazette. 

“The owner of Shenval Press, Mr Shand, 
started the Citizen as a hobby,” Mr Kendle 
reealls. “It won awards for its style and 
presentation and, under the editorship of Les 
Briggs and the hard work of many of my 
eomrades, it then beeame very sueeessful 
and too big to be a hobby. 

“It was a thorn in the side of the Gazette, 
whieh threatened to start a £20,000 
advertising war. I was there when Mr Shand 
told us he eould not afford to do battle and 
none of us eould blame him. That is the only 
reason there was an amalgamation of sorts. 
’’For many years after, I and some of my 
workmates refused to buy the Gazette - it 
never replaeed the original Citizen, whieh 
was a loeal paper for loeal people with 
topieal stories.” 

A former Gazette reporter, who asked not to 
be named, eoneurs with Mr Kendle’s 
aeeount. 

“The eompany that owned the Gazette had 
been trying to get hold of the Citizen for 
years beeause it had a fantastie eireulation, 
eoneentrating purely on Harlow, with a mueh 
bigger news team and a better reputation,” 
they said. 

“It was privately owned by Shenval Press 
but, over the years, the look of the paper had 
begun to deteriorate - pieture reproduetion 
was very poor, for example - and I guess 
there wasn’t the money around to improve 
things. 

“The Gazette, on the other hand, was a mueh 
better-looking, web-offset produet. Being 
London-based, it was a bit edgier and, being 
part of a large eompany, had more dosh to 
spread around. 

“When the Gazette finally got its elaws into 
the Citizen, the two news teams were 
merged. We all got on very well and worked 
hard to produee a good paper. However, the 
readers weren’t keen on the new Gazette & 
Citizen. They missed their old little paper

Green Village’s ‘open 
all hours’ groeery shop, 
shared here reeently by The 
Fortunes resident Kathleen 
Chadwiek, stmek a ehord 
with neighbour Irene Sawyer. 
She tells Nostalgia: “When I 
moved to Harlow in 1953, 
aged nearly 15,1 got a job at 
Radbourne’s Dairy, in 
Commonside Road. 

“I used to eyele to work from 
Long Ley with a friend and 
we would stop eaeh day at 
the Tye Green Village store to 
get snaeks. There were two 
elderly ladies serving and at 
Christmas they always gave 
us a glass of sherry.

and one thing that partieularly annoyed them 
was that the small ads ran through all 
editions - this, after all, was the ’70s, pre- 
M11, when no-one was interested in driving 
all the way up to Walthamstow to look at a 
three-pieee suite or suehlike! 

“When anyone raised this point with bosses, 
their response was that Harlow people were 
very insular. Well, perhaps they were, but 
surely the paper should have eatered for its 
readers rather than trying to beat them into 
submission? 

“This is where, eventually, the Star beat 
them at their own game, eoming along in 
1980 and eatering almost entirely to 
Harlow’s needs. Of eourse, eireulation 
plummeted and onee the Star took off, the 
Gazette was foreed to beeome a free 
newspaper as well. Even reverting to the title 
Harlow Citizen didn’t help and the Star 
eventually blew it out of the water.” 

Our eorrespondent adds: “Management were 
very short-sighted in their dealings with the 
Gazette & Citizen. The merger eould have 
ereated a very good paper, if the exeellent 
eoverage of the Citizen had been eoupled 
with the erisp, modern look of the Gazette. 
“Instead, they gave readers a watered-down 
Harlow paper, greatly influeneed by its 
bigger brothers on the London/Essex 
border.”

In this multi-threaded action piece, a real estate 
scam goes wrong and leaves millions of quid up 
for grabs - and the bad boys of London town 
start circling like vultures. 

Among them is One Two (Gerard Butler) and 
fellow anti hero Mumbles (Idris Elba), who 


desperately need the money to pay off another 
bird of prey - seasoned gangster Lenny Cole, the 
great Tom Wilkinson reprising his cartoonish 
Batman Begins tongue-in-cheek gangster 
brilliance. 

And while all that derring-do is going on, throw 
into the mix some Mafioso-styled Russians with 
an unseen priceless stolen painting - either the 
Madonna from ’Alio ’Alio or Marcellus’ briefcase 
from Pulp Fiction, you decide - the scene is set 
for some large-scale chases and face-offs. 

Ritchie may be loathed by many and able to split 
critics, but this was his last chance - and it seems 
he’s survived to film another day.

Potent anime blasts from the past 


VEXILLE 

(Momentum Pictures, 12, retail) 

Few strains of cinema have embraced developments 
in digital animation with quite the same enthusiasm 
as Japanese anime and this sci-fi spectacular from the 
creative team behind Appleseed is a great example of 
a genre maturing to the peak of its game. 

Director Fumihiko Sori marshals a breathtaking 
assault of the senses which gives action fans some 
serious bang for their buck while touching deftly on 
contemporary and historical political concerns. 

The film opens in 2077, a decade since Japan shut 
itself off from the world and went into cultural 
isolation after refusing to abide by a UN treaty 
banning android technology in the interests of 
preventing a new generation of weapons 
development. 

It’s an interesting hi-tech echo of the policy begun in 
1639 by the Tokugawa shogunate which sealed Japan 
off to foreigners for more than two centuries, 
depicted here as a nation which has effectively taken 
itself off the map to sit incommunicado behind an 
impenetrable electronic shield of security and 
counter-surveillance measures. 

Nothing has been seen or heard of the country in all 
that time and the West is starting to get concerned 
about what may be happening, so much so that it 
assembles a crack team of US Special Forces 
operatives to penetrate Japan and uncover its secrets. 
Led by vivacious and capable young commander 
Vexille, the team hooks up with rebels who refuse to 
comply with the dictates of the ruling Daiwa 
corporation and uncovers an alarming state of affairs 
threatening the very future of humanity. 

Well written and maintaining a sharp focus on its 
core ideas, Vexille is animated wth breath-taking 
splendour, whether it be in the smallest details of light 
playing on hair and textured surfaces or in the 
realisation of surreal technological innovations 
running amuck. 

Boasting nuanced voice performances and a spot-on 
soundtrack from DJ Paul Oakenfold, this two-disc set 
comes with a commentary by anime expert Jonathan 
Clements, a detailed interview with Fumihiko Sori, 
trailers and a making-of featurette.

LA BELLE ET LA BETE 

(BFI, PG, retail) 

Jean Cocteau’s 1946 masterpiece is arguably the 
finest ever evocation of a fairytale on film, a 
sumptuously atmospheric potion of love, loss, 
passion and death. 

Made immediately after the war’s end as an antidote 
to the pain of the Nazi occupation of France, La Belle 
Et La Bete has none of the political subtext and 
cultural posturings that would eventually become a 
trademark of Cocteau’s later films and the French 
new wave. 

Here he allows the poetic power of the imagery and 
tale to carry the film, and it was a gamble that paid 
off beautifully. The arrival of Beauty’s father at the 
mist-wreathed castle of the Beast is an astonishingly 
sustained magical sequence, as disembodied arms 
light his way with ornate candelabra, faces breath 
smoke out of the stone fireplace and more phantom 
limbs attend to his needs at an elaborate feast. 

The Beast himself (Jean Marais, the director’s lover 



for many years) is just as powerful a creation, his 
leonine appearance capable of both fury and 
tenderness while the actor beneath the make-up is 
more than able to project the creature’s gloomy, 
resigned torment. 

Perhaps Josette Day’s Beauty is a little too haughty at 
times but she’s nevertheless the perfect fit for Marais 
in this lushly supernatural world, exquisitely captured 
in Henri Alekan’s rich cinematography. 

The film has never looked better than in this digitally 
restored and remastered print, which comes with 
new optional English subtitles, a fascinating and 
knowledgeable commentary by film historian 
Christopher Frayling and a booklet of artwork, still 
and essays. Essential stuff.

THE PUFFY CHAIR 

(Scanbox Entertainment, 15, retail) 

This debut feature from brothers Jay and Mark 
Duplass is an enjoyable spin on the road trip format. 
Failed New York indie rocker turned failed booking 
agent Josh (Mark Duplass) has bought a La-Z-Boy 
reclining armchair on eBay for his dad’s birthday and 
plans to pick it up and deliver it himself. 

He’s having commitment issues with foxy girlfriend 
Emily (Kathryn Aselton) and throws a hasty sticking 
plaster on their shaky relationship by inviting her 
along, an initially smart gambit he promptly sabotages 
by subsequently taking along his younger brother 
Rhett (Rhett Wilkins), who’s largely interested in 
filming lizards outside his apartment and uttering cod- 
spiritual nonsense. 

Discovering that the chair is a wreck and stalled in a 


one-horse town while it’s reupholstered, the three 
increasingly feel the pressure of Josh’s bad ideas and 
latent tensions begin to simmer to the surface. 
Capably grasping the awkwardness of young 
adulthood, the film also has a solid line in 
observational comedy and a likeable, breezy indie 
rock soundtrack. Extras include a directors’ 
commentary and interview, outtakes, deleted scenes 
and, best of all, three short films by the pair.

The death of a self-important Hollywood producer is 
the catalyst for this sprawling ensemble piece awash 
with largely unlikeable but very entertaining 
characters mapping the many dysfunctions in his 
extended family. 

Youngest son Chris (writer/director Christopher 
Jaymes) has been paid by the old man to film the 
aftermath of his passing, an occasion which swiftly 
degenerates into infidelity, bitching and strife as 
middle son Jeremy (Jeremy Sisto) drops ecstasy with 
his cousin’s date and forms a gently odd homoerotic 
bond with him while awkward eldest son Matt (Matt 
Keeslar) handles his grief by making a play for his 
father’s hot young widow while the man’s still 
cooling in the room with them. 

There’s little in the way of events, but that hardly 
matters when the dialogue and performances often 
hit laugh-out-loud funny and the film whirls 
chaotically past rather like the party it’s watching, all 
to a top soundtrack by Belle & Sebastian.

While a ‘concept’ album about rubbish 
nights out might sound as enjoyable as a wet weekend 
in Bognor, it soon becomes evident that the record is 
the complete antithesis of its central theme - a floor¬ 
filling stomp-along teeming with knowing wit and 
sublimely danceable electro mash-ups.

Sometimes bubbling under the surface like a sleeping 


wobbegong and sporadically breaking through in a 
rush, often mesmerising and constantly absorbing, this 
fourth solo album is a near-flawless peach. As with his 
previous releases, there’s definitely something of the 
cinema going on - with Theme TMC being the stand¬ 
out spine-tingling track - as indicated by his 
soundtrack collaborations with director Steven 
Soderbergh on Out Of Sight and Ocean’s 77.

T hinking of 

buying a new car? 
Then no doubt 
you’ll have your 
sensible hat on, so 
something as desirable 
and sporty as a BMW is, 
therefore, totally out of 
the question, right? 
Wrong. 

We may be living in a climate 
where running a petrol 
lawnmower is a costly 
experience^ but BMW have 
turned their collective might 
into producing cars that are 
clean and mean as well as a 
hoot to drive. Enter the 520d. 
The badge doesn’t lie; 
underneath the sculpted 5-Series 
bonnet is a 1998cc diesel engine 
which at first acquaintance 
doesn’t quite fit in with the 
carefully crafted BMW image. 
But, as with much of the breed, 
it’s not your average diesel and 
if it didn’t have a spark of 
enthusiasm then it wouldn’t 
make the grade in the first place. 
Despite its modest capacity, the 
2.0-litre unit churns out a 
healthy 177bhp and, more 
importantly, 258 Ib/ft of torque 
which is more than the petrol- 
powered 530i. 

There are more pleasing 
statistics that make for good 
reading: the top speed is 144mph 
and it can sprint from 0-62mph 
in 8.3 seconds. That is quick by 
anyone's standards but for a 2.0- 
litre diesel saloon of this size, 
it's downright ludicrous. No 
question then, this is still a 
driving machine. 

Fear not though, the traditional 
diesel attributes have not been 
abandoned at the expense of 
performance. The slippery 5- 
Series shape and a well-stocked 
six-speed gearbox means the 
520d can cruise along emitting 
just 136g/km of CO' and 55mpg, 
which is better than some 
superminis and means an 
annual road tax bill of just £120 
as well as a theoretical range of 
852 miles on a single tank. 

So now you can justify the 520d 
on economic and environmental 
grounds, it’s time to start 
enjoying it simply because it’s a 
very good car. 

The exterior design is possibly a 
matter of taste but time has 
been very kind to the 5-Series 
and it still looks the best of the 
current mainstream models. 

The mid-sized saloon shape 
wears the controversial creases 
well: plump for some bigger 
alloy wheels (as you surely will) 
and it looks handsome, 
muscular and still up to date. 
The same can be said for the 
cabin. Recent revisions have 
boosted equipment levels and 
tidied up the design but it’s as 
organised and efficient as 
always in there. It manages to 
look sharp and attractive, with a 
choice of finishes and high 
quality plastics, et it doesn’t 


achieve this at the expense of 
practicality, with clear switches 
and dials and a sensible layout. 
The iDrive controller needs a 
little acclimatisation but 
nothing more, and once 
understood it allows a large 
degree of personalisation. It’s 
very satisfying to have a car that 
behaves just how you would 
wish. 

You get the impression that’s 
what the engineers had in mind 


too, because the 520d is even 
more impressive on the move. 
The automatic gearbox is a fine 
choice but the manual is more 
fun, allowing you to exploit the 
performance or economy on 
offer depending on your mood. 
Neither option is a chore. With 
six well-chosen ratios, eking 
outmaximum fuel efficiency is 
far from hard work. With a 
handy slug of torque below 
2,000rpm, slicing between gears 
and keeping the rev counter 


pegged back all helps to leave 
the fuel gauge needle stuck on F. 
But should you be feeling less 
parsimonious, tread the 
accelerator hard and enjoy the 
performance. You do need to 
keep the rev counter in the 
middle of the dial for the full 
effect, but a B-road squirt is no 
less enjoyable than any other 5- 
Series. 

The chassis is just as tight too, 
with accurate and sensitive 


steering helped for once by a 
less chunky steering wheel than 
in the sportier models and it 
encourages you to be precise. 
The suspension, still slightly 
biased towards handling, is just 
the job yet the ride comfort is 
not compromised as a result. 
The 5-Series is a fine example of 
a mid-sized saloon or estate 
whichever engine it is powered 
by, but in 520d form it really 
does feel like you’re getting the 
best of both worlds.
